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Authority of, the or People ? oyernment of the Reman 
rours heretofore was Abſolute and Unmixed, they governed all ax 
they made Laws, and they unmade them again, and had the Soveraign Pow- 
er of Life Md Death : For which reaſon the Chriftiags could with-no pue- 
rence Reſiſt the Violence of thote Times, or Defend chemlielves agginſt the 
Wrongs which were done ro them. Bur thy Princes of ghole Countries which 
you ſpeak of, have certain Bounds ſet them, which whettchey pay, the Noblcs 
think it lawful for them to Repel their unjuſt Violence, and ro.thake of- the 
Yoke wherewith they are wickedly and illegally Opprefſed. And thus the 
King of Spain, who had the Government of the Netherlands, only upon Cam- 
-polition and Compact, when he did no longer ftand ro his Com and 
acted Inſolently, contrary to the Faith which he had given, ,was thought wo 
have deyelted himſelf of that Government ; io that there was'no reaſon, why 
thoſe Provinces might not lawfully Defend themlielves with Arms, and ger 


. rid of an Ambitious Tyranny. The King of France is much more Abſolute, 


nevertheleſs this ſerves for a Law to him, That the Prince can do nothing con- 
trary to Law, and that bus —_— nor to be regarded, unleſi they be- agree- 
able to Equity as well as Truth. Beſides, the Peers and the reit of the Eitates 
ean Honour and Dignity belonging to them, which rhe King himiclf cat- 
Violare : Which, whcn the Nobles of tharKingdom were lenfible was deep- 
ounded, by a Faction of tome upſtart Men, who ferved their own Ambi- 

, under a Cloak of Religion, rurned all things upfde down, and temed 


* ro threaten miſerable Calamity ro rhe whole Kingdom, truly thicy rook up 


Arms to Vindicate the King's and Kingdom's, and all their own-Liberrics, 
and thought ir nor fit ro be endured, that the Infolence of a few Men, which 
was armed againit the Laws, ſhould trample upon all Laws, 'borh Dyvine 
and Humane, wixh unſufferable Boldneſs. They fought therefore for their 
own Right, nor by. any Priviledge which the. Church has ro Defevd ilelf 
with Arms, bur by their Civil Liberry, whereby, without any wrong to the 
Prince, it was Lawful for them in a way of Defence, to maintain their Le- 
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the Godly and Prudent Means for abaring Hoſtiliry and Perſecution 
within the Realm of France. Now Hittory will inform us, Stow, 
p. 650. Thar thoſe Mcans were the Forces ſent under Dudley Earl of 
Warwick, to Newhaven, to Afiit the French Proceftants"who were 
then in Arms. We have ſome Men who would find another Name 
for it, and would call this the Aberring of a Rebellion ; | bur the whole
